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IRRIGATION IN OTHER LANDS 


The time has come when this peo- 
ple must answer the question, “Shall 
we leave this field or shall we conquer 
the desert and make it our home?” 
One or other answer must be made, 
and made practically. Let us see 
how other nations have answered this 
question. In the rainless regions of 
Egypt aod in some portions of India, 
irrigation and systematic agriculture 

are of the same age, the latter being 
quite impossible separate from the 
former. Both were inaugurated thous- 
ands of years ago, and extended over 
a very wide range, almost as long and 
as wide as that of civilization itself. 
It embraces countries where the rain - 
fall is high and the mean tempera- 
ture that of the temperate zone, and 
others where the temperature is tropi- 
cal and the raio-fall small or very 
unequally distributed. Within its 
limits are included England, France, 
Spain and Italy, Egypt and India, 
Java and the neighboriag islands, 
the West India and the Sandwich 
Islands. The Western Jumna canal 
in India irrigated in 1871 444,385 
acres at a cost of three dollars an acre. 
It\1s 400 miles long. The Bari 
Dooaab canal has cost eight million, 
and irrigates half a million neres. 
Charges vary from 75 cents to $8 per 
sore. Half a dozen other ditches 
costing from $30,000 to a quarter ofa 
million irrigate land at about the same 
rate in the same province. The 
Ganges canal has cost over seventeen 
million dollars, and it now pays the 
goveroment a profit. It has reclaimed 
over a million acres of land. The net 
revenue from the system of irrigation 
which has cost fifty-three million dol- 
lars is nine per cent. on the capital 
invested, If we include the enhanced 
land tax it will be greatly increased. 
Still the building up of the system 
bas been so slow that no company 
of capitali-ts could possibly have car- 
ried it through. The irrigation of 
the Kistna Delta was carried out by 
the Eoglish after the great famine. It 
now pays 15 per cent. The Godaveny 
works cover 800,000 acres and have 
paid back 47 percent. The facts con- 
tain evidence in support of the conclu- 
sions, and confirm the opinion that, 
except in favorable and particular io- 
stances, the irrigation works of India 
are not such investments of capital as 
private companies would desire to 
make. It does not follow from this 
pruposition that it is not good finan- 
cial policy for the goverument to ex- 
tend these works. The government 
has indirect sources of revenue de- 
pending upon the productions of the 
couutry, which may moro than make 
up for direct deficite. This, at least, 
is the opinion of the government of 
India. Italy has spent millions in ir- 
rigating, and if we possessed a rainfall 
equal in amount, and distributed in 
the same way as it 1s in Italy, we 
would not require aitificial means of 
water supply, at least for the staples. 
She bas built pearly ten thousand 
miles of canal, irrigating several mil- 
lion acres of land. It is estimated 
that there has been expended on 1 ,0U0,- 
000 acres in Lombardy, not less than 
$200,000,000. This expenditure has 
been spread over seven hundred years, 
and haa made Lombardy a garden. 
The canals of Italy are chiefly owned 
by the government. The same lesson 
is to be learned here as in India; asa 
finapcial investment for private par- 
ties, irrigating works have not gener- 
ally been favorable, although from the 
increase in taxable property they have 
been wise investments. Spain, by 
common consent, needs irrigation, and 
perhaps of all the countries in the 
world it best repays irrigating. Wa- 
ter sells there for fabulous prices. It 
sells in proportion to land at the ratio 
of jive to one. The Spaniards have an 
experience of a thousand years behind | 
them, and they are convinced of its 
value. Irrigation io Spain is a legacy 
‘left by the Moors. All or nearly all 
of the old systems were the work of 
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0 since their departure. In 
1865, d „million dollars was given as 
a subsidy. for irrigating purposes. 
Spain has 4,009 square miles of lad 
ander irrigation; or nearly 8,000,000 
acres. France has an extensive sys- 
tem of irrigation, abd though the 
Government encourages their build- 
ing, yet it owns no canals. All these 
systems pay the States immensely, 
either directly or indirectly. An 
eulightened policy bas built them up, 
and arouod them have grown up vast 
and important interests of every kind. 
We must now answer the question. 
Shall we do likewise, or shall we quit 
this country? Are we less able to 
cope with the difficulties of the desert 
than the Hindoos, the Spaniards, the 
Italians and even the lazy Sandwich 
Islanders?

The confession of L. C. Rerdell, one 
of the defendants in the star route 
case, was nota surprise to the public 
or the defense.

Kerdell once before made a confession 
to ex-Postmaster Genera! James and 
ex-Attorney General McVeagh, but 
afterwards repudiated it. The de 
fense say they can prove him to be a 
perjurer. 

Some time ago Rerdell appealed to 
Goverument counsel tor protection, al- 
leging he had been constantly shadow- 
ed and felt himself to be in persona! 
danger. He states that on Friday 
night last he was assaulted by some 
person who bad been dogging him 
and since that time he has been et- 
tectually guarded.

MORE LOSS OF LIFE. 


The Sufferers to be Relieved.—Jay A Mine Caves in and Hills a Large 


Nanber of Men. 

Cuicaao, Feb. 16. 
A brief interview just held with 
A. L. Sweet, President of the four 
mines comprising the Diamond mine, 
confirms reports of the terrible disaster 
at Braidwood, Sweet's information is 
that 300 men were in the various 
shafts thia afternoon when the ground 


sagged in under the weight of water 
that had loosened it. Sixty two men 
were in one shaft which caught the 
bulk of the falling debris and which 
was instantly flooded. Every one of 
them were either drowned or smother- 
ed inside of five minutes. Their 
bodies are now buried beneath many 
tons of earth. A hundred acres have 
been excavated, and the miners not io 
the one unfortunate shaft all escaped 
Pumping is going on vigorously, but 
it wilt be many hours before the first 
bodies can be reached. The mine was 
of the ordinary kind, supplied with 
regular shafts and supposed to be well 
protected from accident. The wires 
to Juliet are in bad shape and no full 
report is yet received from the scene, 
Jo.iet, Feb. 16. 

The mine which ceved in bere was 
the Diamond mine, operated by a stock 
company. The floods and recent thaw 
had loosened the earth about the 
mouth of the pit and a land slide be- 
gan about 3 o'clock this afternoon 
which in a few minutes imprisoned 
some 80 miners.

FEEDING SHEEP. 


How Many May be Fed Upon an 
Acre of Pasturage. 
A correspondent asks the GazEeTTE 


how many sheep can be profitably fed 
upon an acre. It is a difficult ques- 
tion to answer. So much depends 
upon the kind and size of the sheep, 
ſas well as upon the character of the 
soil, the temperature and artificial 


surroundings, that nothing inside the 
limits of generalities can be stated 
with accuracy. In Ohio, which, until 
recently surpassed by Texas; has been 
the leading State in numbers, as 
it still is in the quantity of fine 
wool, some care has been given 
to ascertain the carrying capaci- 
ty of its lands, fesulting io 
an acceptance—though not an absolute 
demonstration of the conclusion that 
about three sheep per acre was the 
average limit reached by Ohio flock- 
managers. This, in a state of average 
fertility, will give as good data as ure 
likely to be found for solving the prob- 
lem. On many of the frontier ranges 
where the sparsely set wild grasses 
are the sole, dependence, five acres 
for each sheep is not an unasual allow- 
ance. Between this extreme and 
the other une, at which an average of 
ten sheep ure clain.ed to be sul-isted 
from each acre of land—reported, but 
not ver'fied—may be found experi- 
ences affording information valuable 
in proportion to its support by know!l- 
edge of collateral facts. Not alone 
the carrying capacity of the acreage 
for purposes of grazing, but its capac- 
ity for producing the necessary Winter 
food must be taken into account.
